scried loday that "we have hardlj 
begun to feel Ihe pinch, so far.' 


"We arc going lo feel it very 


acutely before we arc a year old 
or," he said in an address for de 
livery at the National America) 
Legion convention. 


"It is my considered opinion tha 
we are going lo have lo cut far 
Iher and more deeply inlo our civ 
ilian economy than even the Bril 
ish themselves have done yet — 
with the single exccplion of food 


"We arc going lo have enough 


lo cat throughout this war, and we 
probably will not have to put anj 
very drastic limitations 
on 
oui 


range of choice in that regard, bu 
in almost every other respect we 
arc going to have to be ready to 
do without — and do without—and 
do without unlil this war has been 
won." 


Nelson explained that the country 
hadn't ycl fell Ihe pinch of war 
yet "because our 
shelves 
were 
full.' 


"We have been living on our fa 
so far in Ihis war. Believe me, we 
aren't going to have an ounce of 
fat left in another year. We'll be 
down to bone and muscle, because 
we have to get down to bone anc 
muscle in order to win." 


Right now, he pointed out, ap- 


proximately 40 percent of the coun- 
try's production was 
going 
foi 


ivar and by next year this would be 
ncrcased to 60 percent. All of this 
means "no more luxuries, no more 
gadgets, no more comforsl. . . ex- 
cept what we simply must have if 
we are lo keep fighting." 


As an exa.mple, of what it means 


to put victory ahead of everything 
else, Nelson used the American au- 
omobile. 


". . . Your car is not just your 
car any more. It is a part of your 
country's vital transportation sys- 
em. If you wear it out by need- 
ess driving, you are doing your 
part to break down your country's 
ability to win this war. 


"So obviously, if you want a na- 


1011 united for victory, you will 
use your car only for driving that 
ou absolutely have lo do. 
Sure, 


t's your car, but Ihis is your coun- 
ry, loo. How badly do you want 
our counlry to win^thc war?"

Allies Hammer 
Japanese in 
Australia Area 


—War in Pacific 


General MacArlhur's Headquar- 
ters, Australia, Sept. 21 —(/P)— Op- 
erating withoul interference from 
enemy planes Allied fighters yes- 
terday attacked the vital Japanese 
base at Lae on the northeast coast 
of New Guinea for the third suc- 
cessive day, during five barges and 
a tugboat and damaging shore in- 
stallations. 


A communique announcing the 


raid said Allied fighters and bomb- 
ers also had blasted Japanese sup- 
ply lines extending 
inland from 


Buna, 175 miles below Lae, to Ka- 
koda, on the route of the Japanese 
drive toward Port Moresby. 


The assault on 
Buna 
which 


touched off fires and heavy explos- 
ions, was the thirteenth on that 
targel since Aug. 25.

Allied headquarters reported

Possibility of 
Shortage of 
Food Is Seen 


Washington, Sept, 
19—(ff)—Possi- 


bility of "an acute food shortage" 
Was foreseen by the House Agrl 
culture committee today while the 
Senate Defense Investigating com- 
mittee disclosed inquiries into what 
it termed "the alarming prospect 
of a drastic meat shortage next 
year." 


Obviously irked at what Its chair- 


man, Representative Fulmer (D- 
S.C.) described as a governmental 
attitude of "disregard for the farm 
labor problem and the probability 
of an acute food shortage," 
the 


House committee announced it pro- 
bably will start next week an in- 
vestigation of the situation. 


Simultaneously, Chairman 
Tru- 
man (D-Mo.) of the Senate com- 
mittee said private inquiries 
are 
being made into the nation's cattle 
feeding program as a result of com- 
plaint from packers, cattle produ- 
cers and cattle feeders that the 
rushing of unfattened, grass - fed 
cattle to the markets "imperiled 
the food program of the war.' 
Fulmer asserted that unless pre- 
sent policy "is changed and chang- 
ed quickly, this country and the 
allies we are expected to feed are 
going to be faced with an acute 
shortage of food." 


The chairman accused war Man- 
power Director Paul V. McNutt of 
being "more interested in taking 
men away from the farms and put- 
ting them in industry without mak- 
ing any provision for farm labor." 


The committee's decision to ques- 
tion McNutt, Brig. Gen. Lewis Her- 
shey and Secretary Wickard fol^: 
lowed disclosure by representative 
Clevenger (R-Ohio) that approxi- 
mately 100 farms in one county in 
his district have no operators. 


Clevenger told the committee the 
condition was brought about 
by

Only today Germany 
claims jubilantly the sinking of 38 
merchantmen and the destruction 
or damaging of six warships (a 
claim not confirmed in any Allied 
quarters).

Of course, we can't say in

ler's way. 


Why should the Finns suddenly 
decide to get from under? It is 
only fifteen months ago that they 
cast their lot with the Nazi a 1 i 
highest, in the face of American 
and British warnings. That w a s 
when Hitler's troops were grinding 
all Europe under their hob-nailed 
boots, and there was nothing 
in 
sight to stop them. 


Finnish 
Field Marshal 
Baron 
Mannerheim's chest even now is 
jangling proudly with metal which 
Hitler and Mussolini awarded him 
recently as an honored ally. The 
Nazi fuehrre went to the extreme 
of visiting Finland in June for the 
express purpose of congratulating 
the commander in chief on, h i s 
birthday. 


Well, one can see several rea- 
sons why the Finns might w a n t 
peace. One of them is that t h%e 
tinkling of Mannerheim's decora- 
tions can't drown the sound of the 
hurricane which is rising to de- 
stroy the Nazi anti-Crist. In short, 
the Finns allied themselves with a 
loser. 


Then, too, we have the notable 


coincidence of heavy Red attacks 
against the Finns recently. T h e y 
speak stoutly of their ability to 
carry on the war and none doubts 
their bravery or willingness to die 
for their country — but how long 
can 
they 
continue under press- 


ure? The resources of the 
little 


country must be running very low, 
and there has been a terrible drain 
on their manpower. And the Ger- 
mans can-'t help them much with 
supplies. 


There's the further thought that 


the Finns undoubtedly arc 
a n x- 
ious to regain the friendship, whose 
loyalty we had boasted and toast- 
ed, joined hands with the arch en- 
emy of Christendom. The 
Finns 


said they had to do it to adjust 
Russia. But Uncle Sam and John 
Bull didn't figure it that way. Fin- 
land — or was it largely Baron 
Mannerheim? — had made a ter- 
rible mistake.
